I  file  this  report  of  activities  of  the  Carroll  Police 
Department  for  very  careful  study  and  consideration  by  every 
inhabitant  and  taxpayer  in  the  Town  of  Carroll. 

The  year  1978  like  every  year  prior  has  shown  an  increase  in 
almost  every  phase  of  Police  work.  Every  year  seems  to  require  more 
time  and  expense  to  combat  the  crime  rate  whether  it  be  on  the  local 
leval,  or  state  and  national  level. 

Once  again  the  greatest  amount  of  patrol  time  is  spent  enforc- 
ing the  motor  vehicle  laws  within  the  community,  and  it  appears  as 
though  the  traffic  and  the  number  of  people  in  our  community  is  on 
the  increase  again  although  the  number  of  motor  vehicle  violations 
with  court  action  is  down  slightly.  I  feel  that  with  this  enforcement 
that  is  now  being  done,  it  has  made  our  streets  much  safer.   In  support 
of  these  methods  I  would  like  to  point  out  a  few  statistics.   Two 
surveys  have  been  made  of  the  speeding  violations  in  the  community 
to  be  sure  that  the  basis  for  citations  is  consistant  which  is  absolute- 
ly essential  for  good  enforcement.   The  most  current  1978  survey  shows 
that  the  average  ticket  in  the  30  mile  per  hour  zone  was  issued  for 
54.3  MPH,  in  the  40  mile  per  hour  zone  it  was  58.3  MPH,  the  50  mile  per 
hour  zone  it  was  70.2  MPH  and  in  the  55  mile  per  hour  zone  it  was  72.3 
MPH;  with  the  average  for  all  citations  at  59.4  MPH,  I  do  not  feel 
that  this  is  harsh  or  detrimental  to  the  community. 

Most  of  this  enforcement  is  done  in  area  of  the  business 
strip  and  residential  areas  where  the  greatest  number  of  citizens 
and  tourists  are  concentrated  and  deserve  this  kind  of  protection 
and  enforcement. 

The  second  most  time  consuming  phase  of  the  departments 
work  is  the  investigation  of  thefts,  particularly  from  the  parking 
lots  used  by  the  great  number  of  hikers  and  the  ski  enthusiasts  who 
take  advantage  of  our  natural  wanders.   Unfortunately  not  enough  man 
hours  can  be  spent  in  these  areas  to  successfully  curb  or  reduce  these 
thefts.   Constant  exposure  of  officers  and  cruisers  is  really  the  only 
deterent  that  there  is,  and  unfortunately  the  community  is  unable  to 
afford  the  expense  of  this  much  needed  exposure.   This  past  year  a 
joint  effort  by  all  departments  within  the  affected  areas  was  initiated 
to  help  eleviate  some  of  these  problems  and  although  not  enough  facts 
were  compiled  during  this  short  period,  I  feel  we  all  benefited  from  it 
to  a  degree. 

As  I  close  this  report  I  would  like  to  reflect  a  few  personal 
opinions  based  on  my  18  years  in  law  enforcement  regarding  the  Carroll 
Police  Department  and  its  operation.   Having  been  Chief  for  the  past 
four  years  I  have  seen  many  changes,  some  good  and  some  bad.   This 
past  year  the  department  lost  two  very  good  officers  due  primarily  to 
insufficiant  wages  combined  with  long  hours.   Both  of  these  men  were 
fully  trained  and  certified  police  officers.   One  had  had  considerable 
experience.   In  my  opinion  no  department  can  afford  to  loose  this  type 

50 


of  officer.   Retraining  police  officers  is  a  very  costly  endeavor 
which  we  all  can  ill  afford.   This  brings  about  the  question  of  the 
need  for  a  second  full  time  officer.   In  my  opinion  if  the  town  is 
going  to  have  the  coverage  and  the  protection  that  it  appears  to 
want,  then  you  should  not  reduce  the  present  weekly  coverage  of  6A7o 
to  427o,  or  the  hourly  coverage  by  357o  to  save  a  few  dollars  in 
expenses.   It  reflects  a  very  minute  change  in  the  tax  rate. 

Reduction  in  the  present  patrol  procedures  can  only  result  in  an 
increase  in  the  crime  rate  within  the  community.   As  I  have  stated 
many  times,  "exposure  is  the  greatest  deterent  there  is  to  criminals", 
and  it  is  impossible  for  me  or  any  other  Chief  to  actually  measure  or 
put  on  paper  for  the  taxpayers  to  see,  the  amount  of  crime  that  was 
prevented  by  constant  patrol.   It  is  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish  to 
have  trained  and  experienced  police  personel  sitting  around  an  office 
waiting  for  something  to  happen  and  then  they  can  go  take  care  of  it, 
just  to  save  a  very  little  amount  of  money  on  gas  and  reduce  the  mileage 
on  a  cruiser  so  it  might  last  one  more  year. 

Not  many  small  towns  in  the  entire  state  have  invested  the  amount 
of  money  in  manpower  and  equipment  that  our  community  has  and  in  my 
opinion  those  towns  that  have  failed  to  do  so  are  only  cheating  them- 
selves, and  the  people  are  taking  a  licking  in  personal  losses  and 
high  insurance  costs  incurred  by  this  inadequate  coverage  in  order  to 
save  a  very  few  tax  dollars.   I  suggest  the  taxpayers  are  to  the  point 
of  having  to  decide  if  they  want  the  kind  of  protection  and  coverage 
they  are  now  getting  or  they  want  to  reduce  their  police  department  and 
take  their  chances  for  a  very  small  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  which 
will  be  hardly  noticeable. 

I  again  want  to  thank  all  my  fellow  workers,  the  Selectmen,  the 
Fire  Chief  and  his  department,  the  road  agent  and  his  department,  a 
very  accomodating  secretary  in  the  office  and  all  the  taxpayers  for 
their  support  this  past  year.

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FIRE  CHIEF  REPORT  FOR  1978 

The  year  1978  had  a  lot  of  incidents  for  the  Fire  Department  in 
Twin  Mountain,   Every  year  we  get  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Fires 
and  Emergencies,  medical  as  well  civil  and  public. 

We  responded  to  several  fires  and  over  one  hundred  medical  emergencies 
with  our  Rescue  Van.   We  responded  to  a  call  from  our  neighboring  town 
of  Bethlehem  to  assist  in  a  Mutual  Aid  Fire  at  the  once  famous  Hotel 
Sinclair.   This  was  a  huge  conflagration  with  serious  threat  to  many 
exposed  buildings  very  near  by.   At  a  house  fire  we  had  in  the  rural 
out  -  of  -  hydrant  district  we  called  for  Mutual  Aid  and  received  two 
trucks  and  men  from  Bethlehem.   One  truck  and  men  from  Franconia,  and 
one  truck  and  men  from  Whitefield,  all  cost  free  to  the  taxpayers  in 
Carroll. 

Mutual  Aid  to  a  town  like  ours  is  a  very  important  thing.   The  fact 
that  no  small  town  can  possibly  afford  enough  Fire  Equipment  to 
adequately  protect  the  supress  fire  in  its  area  shows  a  necessity  for 
a  Mutual  Aid  Association  and  or  agreements.   When  a  town  vacates  its 
Fire  Station  at  a  time  of  necessity  of  fire,  someone  must  come  in 
with  another  Fire  Engine  and  men  and  cover  for  another  anticipated 
call  or  occurance. 

Again,  I  cannot  stress  strongly  enough  on  the  values  of  Fire  Prevention 
and  Fire  Safety.   Keep  in  mind  and  always  be  conscious  of  your  heating 
equipment,  whatever  kind  or  style  it  may  be.   Have  your  oil  burning 
equipment  checked,  serviced,  and  cleaned  at  least  annually.   Always 
maintain  proper  clearances  from  objects  on  electric  heat  strips. 
Clean  dust,  dirt,  etc.,  from  these  heaters  periodically.   Maintain 
proper  clearances,  size  of  smoke  pipe,  chimneys,  and  flues  on  solid 
full  or  wood  burning  equipment.   Have  your  installation  checked  for 
proper  methods  and  use  occassionally. 

Please  go  out  and  buy  at  least  one  smoke  dector.   Another  family  in 
Twin  Mountain  was  saved  by  one  of  these  units  again  this  past  year. 
No  one  should  be  without  at  least  one,  whether  you  own  your  own  place 
or  rent  it. 

Life  safety  and  Protection  of  Property  are  the  main  goals  of  every 
fire  fighter. 

Practice  Fire  Safe  Policies  around  the  home  and  teach  your  children 
of  some  of  the  hazards  that  exist  with  flammable  liquids  and  petroleum 
products.   Keep  your  attic  ,  cellar  and  other  catch-all  places  free 
from  odds  and  ends  that  have  a  habit  of  piling  up. 

Last  but  not  least,  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  people  for  their  consider--/ 
ation  and  cooperation  with  the  Fire  Department.   I  want  to  thank  the 
Selectmen,  Police  Department  and  Public  Works  Department,  all  people 
connected  with  the  town  operations.  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  and 
First  Aiders  and  fellow  fire  fighters  for  their  cooperation  and  strong 
efforts.

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TWIN  MOUNTAIN  AIRPORT 

Another  year  of  growth  in  traffic  and  services  were  seen  in 
1978  at  the  Airport.   Looking  back  to  when  the  Airport  was  first 
constructed  it  has  certainly  passed  all  expectations  in  use  of  its 
services. 

The  flying  tourist  makes  up  most  of  the  traffic,  the  local 
attractions,  mountain  climbing  and  the  convenience  of  the  accomodations 
make  the  airport  a  popular  place  to  land.   Business  Aircraft  are  also 
on  the  increase  and  on  several  occassions  we  have  had  prop  jets  land. 

The  fact  that  Satch  Air,  a  full  Federally  accredited  aircraft 
maintenance  shop  is  on  the  field  also  adds  to  the  services  the 
flying  public  seeks  out. 

This  year  we  have  a  new  addition  with  White  Mountain  Flight 
School,  so  that  instruction  is  now  available. 

Last  year,  Joe  was  appointed  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administra- 
tion as  a  Safety  Inspector  for  the  area.   This  appointment  makes  it 
possible  for  Joe  to  speak  to  pilots  who  break  the  rules  of  safe  flying. 
The  F.A.A.  office  is  notified  and  legal  action  is  taken  if  the  pilot 
continues  this  dangerous  practice.   Safety  is  very  important  to  us 
at  the  Airport  and  we  do  appreciate  the  public  to  comment  on  any 
incident  in  the  area  they  consider  dangerous  involving  an  aircraft. 

Last  year  the  Airport  contributed  approximately  $580.00  in  taxes 
to  the  Town  for  the  hangers  and  the  area  of  land  used  by  the  Airport 
which  is  not  part  of  the  lease  with  the  Town. 

Again  under  the  appropriation  for  the  Airport  we  are  requesting 
$1,500.00,  the  amount  we  will  be  receiving  from  the  State  Aeronautics. 
It  is  hoped  that  we  can  use  this  amount  with  what  we  did  not  expend 
last  year  to  put  on  a  badly  needed  seal  coat  on  the  runway  and 
taxiway  and  brush  removal. 

Fire  patrol  is  a  contract  we  have  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest.   We  fly  this  patrol  when 
requested  by  them,  but  with  our  two  aircraft  in  the  air  most  of  the 
time  we  are  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  fires  and  work  closely 
with  Gary  Whitcomb. 

We  get  a  lot  of  enjoyment  flying  Santa  Claus  in  every  year  and 
we  are  pleased  with  the  local  enthusiasm. 

We  are  always  pleased  when  the  citizens  of  the  town  visit 
the  airport  and  we  are  only  too  glad  to  show  you  around  and  answer 
questions.

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SELECTMENS  REPORT 
1978 

The  year  1978  for  the  Town  of  Carroll  was  a  year  of  gains,  losses  and 
added  problems. 

The  death  of  Selectman  George  Brodeur  left  a  void  in  the  Town  not 
only  for  us  who  worked  closely  with  him  but  the  Town  itself  lost 
a  dedicated  citizen.   Carl  Carlson  was  selected  to  fill  this  vacancy 
on  the  board  until  the  March  election. 

Eugene  Cormier  was  appointed  to  replace  Allen  Wood  as  Road  Agent. 
Gene  has  certainly  proven  himself  with  his  dedication,  long  hours 
and  his  knowledge  of  equipment  has  saved  the  Town  a  great  deal  of 
expense.  John  Staples  replaced  Peter  Wright  as  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  helper. 

We  have  only  budgeted  for  one  Town  Meeting  although  there  is  a 
possibility  of  a  Special  Town  Meeting  as  the  National  Forest  is 
negotiating  with  Institutional  Investors  Trust  of  the  Mount  Washington 
property  to  purchase  land  owned  by  them  located  in  the  Town  of  Carroll. 
A  vote  of  the  Town  is  necessary  for  this  purchase.   We  are  in  hopes 
that  it  can  be  done  at  the  regular  Town  Meeting,  if   the  necessary 
procedure  is  concluded  in  time.   If  it  is  necessary  for  a  Special 
Town  Meeting,  IIT  has  agreed  that  they  will  reimburse  the  Town  for 
the  expense  incurred. 

The  Selectmen  are  still  negotiating  with  I.I.T.  on  their  1977  taxes. 
It  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  incur  the  expense  of 
another  court  case.   They  have  as  well  requested  an  abatement  on 
their  1978  taxes.   No  decision  has  been  made  as  of  this  date. 

This  year  the  Municipalities  will  have  to  pay  Unemployment  Compensation 
on  Town  Employees,  this  is  a  new  expense  laid  upon  us  and  has  caused 
a  $2,000.00  increase  in  our  appropriations. 

We  were  sorry  to  loose  Officers  Clinton  Simmons  and  his  replacement 
Kurt  Schmucker  of  the  Police  Department.   More  money  for  shorter 
hours  were  the  reasons  for  their  leaving.   With  tha  approval  of  the 
Police  Departments  Budget  at  Town  Meeting,  a  replacement  will  be  hired. 

This  year  the  Town  Budget  Requests  were  handled  through  the  Budget 
Committee.   The  Municipal  Budget  Law  was  approved  by  the  voters  last 
March.   They  have  met  many  times  with  Department  Heads  and  the 
Selectmen  to  prepare  the  Budgets  you  will  vote  on  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  very  busy  preparing  a  Zoning  Regulation 
included  in  this  Town  Report  for  your  vote  on  Town  Meeting  Day. 

Dogs  are  becoming  more  of  a  problem  in  Town,   We  would  hope  that  you 
read  very  carefully  the  State  Law  regarding  them  which  is  included 
in  this  Report.   If  you  are  a  dog  owner,  please  obey  these  laws  and  it 
will  eliminate  problems  for  you  as  well  as  your  neighbors. 

The  Sanitary  Landfill  opened  on  July  1st  and  we  went  through  growing 
pains  and  a  period  of  adjustment  in  trying  to  schedule  suitable  hours 
and  days  of  operation.   This  year  the  proposed  schedule  is  from 
January   through  May,  November  and  December  the  Landfill  will  be  open 
two  days  a  week,  Monday  and  Saturdays  from  11:00  A.M.  To  4:00  P.M.. 
During  the  months  from  June  through  October,  it  will  be  open  three 
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days  a  week.   Mondays  and  Saturdays  11:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  and 
Thursdays  from  1:00  P.M.  to  7:00  P.M..   These  were  the  hours  that 
were  considered  in  preparing  the  budget.   You  will  note  that  the 
unexpended  balance  on  the  Long  Term  Note  for  the  Landfill  is  being 
carried  over  to  1979,  so  that  the  road  can  be  surfaced,  a  Master  Plan  o 
of  the  area,  and  to  enlarge  the  present  trenching  area. 

We  were  not  through  one  problem,  the  Landfill,  when  the  Government 
hit  us  again  regarding  our  drinking  water.   A  sum  was  raised  at  last 
years  Town  Meeting  to  have  a  Water  Study  made,  which  is  required  by 
law.   The  Selectmen  interviewed  13  engineering  firms  and  finally  with 
the  assistance  of  Mr.  Jean  desChatelet,  a  local  citizen,  the  firm  of 
Hoyle  &  Tanner  was  selected.   The  Selectmen  have  directed  the  Engineers 
to  prepare  a  study  that  shows  our  present  water  source  and  system  is 
adequate  and  quite  safe.   This  report  is  scheduled  for  completion 
before  October  1st  which  is  the  deadline  the  State  has  issued  us. 

A  new  roof  and  metal  flashing  was  put  on  the  Town  Hall  this  year, 

new  double  outside  doors  were  installed,  the  ceiling  lowered  in  the 

hallway  going  from  the  main  building  into  the  gymnasium, 

several  ceilings  were  painted  as  well  as  several  rooms.   There  was 

extensive  work  done  on  two  of  the  porches   There  is  an  article  proposed 

this  year  to  put  vinyl  siding  on  the  building.   Most  of  the  funds 

needed  for  this  will  come  from  Revenue  Sharing. 

We  were  unable  to  get  the  necessary  C.E.T.A.  help  soon  enough  to  assist 
the  various  areas  that  we  had  applied  for.   We  are  in  hopes  that 
this  year  we  can  get  in  the  program  earlier. 

The  Auditors  came  in  January,  while  it  is  only  economically  feasible 
to  print  part  of  their  report  in  the  Town  Report,  a  complete  copy  is 
available  at  the  Selectmens  Office  for  any  and  all  to  inspect. 

The  State  Appraisers  arrived  on  October  16th  and  worked  through  the 
end  of  January.   They  will  return  in  June  to  complete  the  job  and  to 
do  the  yearly  pick-ups.   A  Public  Hearing  will  be  held,  if  the  tax 
payers  so  desire  to  explain  the  basis  of  their  valuations.   At  that 
time  no  individual  property  will  be  considered.   This  will  be  done 
at  the  hearings  that  will  be  held  after  the  new  assessments  are  pub- 
lished and  the  tax  bills  issued.   This  year  for  some  of  you,  the  Tax 
Bills  will  match  the  Tax  Maps.   There  will  be  no  combining  all  proper- 
ties together.   Therefor  in  filling  out  your  inventory  forms  this 
year  we  will  expect  a  complete  description  of  all  of  your  properties. 
Remember,  a  fine  will  be  imposed  to  persons  not  filing  the  form  by 
April  15th  or  for  filing  one  that  is  incomplete.   You  waive  the  right 
of  appeal  also  if  you  do  not  file  your  Inventory. 

No  Town  functions  without  dedicated  employees.  Town  Officers  and  Citizens 
and  Carroll  is  no  exception.   At  this  time  the  Selectmen  would  like  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  these  people,  many  who  work  for  little 
or  no  compensation.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC. 

In  Carroll,  North  Country  Council  assisted  with  the  planning 
questionnaire  and  with  revisions  to  the  zoning  ordinance.   NCC  worked 
with  local  officials  on  developing  a  proposal  scope  of  services  for 
a  water  supply  study.   NCC  also  coordinated  a  meeting  between  WSPCC 
representatives  and  the  town  on  water  supply. 

The  North  Country  Council  continued  to  make  substantial  progress 
in  1978  by  providing  services  in  the  following  areas: 

Planning  Services:   Providing  local  technical  assistance  to 
member  communities  continued  to  consume  a  good  amount  of  Council  time. 
Areas  of  assistance  include:  master  planning,  subdivision  regulations, 
zoning,  reviewing  development  proposals,  mobile  homes,  grantsmanship, 
etc.   Through  a  grant  from  the  Farmers  Home  Administration,  NCC  will 
have  the  services  of  a  project  planner  and  planning  engineer  to  further 
assist  communities  in  water  supply,  solid  waste  and  review  of  develop- 
ment proposals. 

Economic  Development:   NCC  updated  its  Overall  Economic  Develop- 
ment Program,  a  requirement  which  entitles  the  North  Country  to  EDA 
grants  and  loans.   The  Council  also  completed  a  Wood  Energy  Study 
and  a  Downtown  Improvement  Program  for  1  town.   Through  the  resources 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  a  business  counceling  program  is 
being  developed.   Federal  and  state  agencies  use  the  Council's  work 
as  a  guide  for  future  public  investments. 

Preparation  of  Regional  Plans:   In  1978,  the  Council  adopted 
and  published  both  the  Land  Use  Element  and  the  Housing  Element. 
Both  of  these  documents  provided  a  broad  framework  for  action  in  these 
two  areas.   In  the  area  of  solid  waste,  the  Council  has  coordinated 
a  number  of  meetings  with  the  NH  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission, 
Division  of  Public  Health  and  sponsored  a  meeting  on  solid  waste 
disposal  in  January  1979.   The  Council  has  continued  to  make  progress 
in  the  Public  Transportation  Program.   NCC  also  coordinated  with  the 
NH  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  in  the  annual  meeting  to 
receive  local  input  on  needed  highway  improvements.   Much  of  the 
Council's  time  is  spent  responding  to  requests  from  Selectmen  on 
various  planning  matters.   Fact  sheets  have  been  prepared  on  soils 
and  community  planning,  wetlands,  and  master  planning.   Other  educat- 
ional documents  will  be  prepared  in  1979. 

North  Country  Perspective:   NCC  continues  to  respond  to  opportun- 
ities to  provide  a  North  Country  perspective  to  federal  and  state 
policies.   NCC  represented  the  area  in  a  3-day  workshop  as  part  of 
the  Farmers  Home  Administration's  national  assessment  of  rural  commun- 
ity facilities.  Council  members  represent  the  North  Country  on  the 
State's  "208"  Water  Quality  Program,  solid  waste  program  and  other 
areas.   The  Council  testified  before  the  NH  House  subcommittee  on 
Growth. 

Education  and  Information:  For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the 
North  Country  Council  co-sponsored  the  six  municipal  law  lectures. 
A  special  workshop  was  held  on  the  development  of  small  hydro  sites. 
NCC  also  sponsored  a  North  Country  meeting  of  bankers,  real  estate 
agents,  local  officials,  and  other  development  interests  to  inform 
them  of  the  opportunities  under  the  NH  Housing  Finance  Agency's 
mortgage  program.   With  the  advent  of  Planning  Profiles,  the  Council's 
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monthly  newsletter,  NCC  is  making  an  effort  to  keep  local  officials 
and  interested  persons  up-to-date  on  Council  programs  and  other 
related  planning  activities.   In  a  further  effort  to  solicit  local 
input  on  planning  projects,  the  Council  has  been  holding  a  series  of 
subregional  meetings  around  the  North  Country. 

In  1979,  the  Council  expects  to  provide  more  services  to  local 
officials  to  help  them  carry  out  the  goals  of  their  own  towns.   The 
newly-funded  Area  Development  Assistance  Program  will  provide  greater 
assistance  to  communities.   NCC  will  be  working  on  an  energy  program 
to  determine  the  practicality  of  developing  indigenous  energy  resourc- 
es.  Requests  for  community  planning  services  will  increase. 

Membership  in  the  Council  over  the  last  five  years  has  increased 
from  five  members  in  1973  to  forty  active  members  in  1978.   A  good 
deal  of  service  has  been  provided  in  that  period  and  it  is  hoped 
that  more  can  be  provided  in  the  years  ahead.   Ideas  on  how  the 
Council  can  be  of  greater  assistance  to  towns  are  welcomed.   The 
Board  of  Directors  and  all  the  members  of  the  North  Country  Council 
greatly  appreciate  the  support  received  from  the  towns.   This  support 
has  enabled  the  Council  to  provide  its  planning  services  for  the 
region  and  local  communities.

Reports  to  us  from  the  medical  and  hospital 
staff  acknowledge  the  help  this  effort  on  our  part  has  meant  to  them. 
We  are  continuing  to  consult  with  school  personnel  and  provide  follow- 
up  counselling  care.   We  continue  to  service  people  directly  so  as  to 
prevent  admission  to  the  New  Hampshire  Hospital  from  your  area.   In 
this  respect  area  residents  are  involved  in  our  Day  Treatment  Program 
which  provides  structured  group  activities  in  the  local  community  as 
well  as  aftercare  follow-up  and  out-patient  councelling.   These  services 
are  provided  at  substantial  savings  compared  to  the  cost  of  State 
Hospital  Care.   We  continue  to  provide  special  treatment  programs 
which  address  the  needs  of  special  age  groups  within  the  catchment 
area,  and  continue  to  provide  scarce  psychiatric/diagnostic  services 
and  phychological  testing  services  to  all  age  groups. 

We  are  grateful  to  you  and  your  townspeople  for  their  support  in  the 
past.   We  realize  no  single  town  can  afford  the  level  of  mental  health 
services  needed  and  available  to  the  citizens  of  the  North  Country. 
However,  if  each  town  is  willing  to  vote  to  contribute  an  amount  of 
money  to  help  us  in  our  work,  then  all  of  our  citizens  benefit. 

In  this  respect  may  I  address  an  issue  that  was  hotly  debated  in  many 
towns.   Last  year  funds  from  the  County  was  an  issue  for  us  in  terms 
of  "double  taxation".   As  you  know,  I  wrote  to  all  of  the  selectmen  in 
all  of  the  towns  we  service  to  solicit  their  opinion  on  whether  or  not 
we  should  service  the  County  Complex  if  the  County  refused  to  negotiate 
a  fee-for-service  contract  with  White  Mountain.   From  those  towns 
that  responded  the  answer  was  an  overwhelming  affirmative  to  not 
deliver  services  unless  the  County  paid  for  them  directly.   As  it 
turned  out,  the  County  delegation  voted  a  full  appropriation  to  White 
Mountain  (and  other  human  service  agencies)  based  on  federal  revenue 
sharing  monies,  not  property  tax  money  derived  from  the  towns.   Hence, 
our  tax  rate,  region-wide,  did  not  increase  due  to  this  County  allocat- 
ion to  the  human  service  agencies.   The  double  taxation  issue  was 
resolved  from  ray  perspective  in  that  local  town  money  was  not  coming  to 
US  twice.   I  hope  this  is  clear  from  your  perspective  also.   If  not, 
please  call  me  at  your  convenience  and  I  will  answer  any  questions 
you  may  have. 

This  year  we  will  be  operating  with  much  less  federal  money  than  in 
past  years  and  accordingly  need  your  help  more  so  than  ever  before  and 
hope  you  will  speak  and  act  in  favor  of  our  request.

NORTH  COUNTRY  HOME  HEALTH  AGENCY  ANNUAL  REPORT  1978 

North  Country  Home  Health  Agency,  from  its  main  office  at  60  High  St., 
Littleton,  and  satellite  offices  in  Cottage  Hospital  and  Linwood 
Medical  Center,  provides  health  care  services  aimed  at  both  prevention 
and  treatment  of  disease.   The  Agency  serves  residents  of  15  towns  in 
the  North  Country. 
In  1978,  the  following  services  were  delivered: 

6173  Skilled  Nursing  Care  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes.   These  are 
for  the  chronically  ill,  care  following  hospitalization  or  acute  care 
in  lieu  of  hospitalization. 

507  Health  Promotion  visits   for  the  assessment  and  evaluation  of  a 
person's  needs  and/  or  problems. 

160  Visits  to  Newborns  and  their  mothers  for  assistance  and  reassurance. 
No  charge  is  made  for  either  health  promotions  or  newborn  visits. 

200  Physical  Therapy  visits  to  homebound  patients, 

22  Speech  Therapy  Visits   to  homebound  patients.   This  is  a  new  service 
added  in  November. 

8130  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  visits   for  assistance  with  personal 
care,  light  housekeeping  and  meal  preparation,  and  other  health- 
related  services  which  enable  people  to  remain  in  their  own  homes. 

Public  Health  activities,  aimed  at  prevention: 

A  total  of  29  clinics  for  children  were  held  throughout  the  area,  as 
well  as  4  adult  health  screening  clinics  co-sponsored  with  Lions  Clubs. 
Follow-ups  as  needed  were  made  on  problems  discovered  in  the  clinic 
settings.   739  children  received  services  ranging  from  immunizations 
to  orthopedic  evaluations.   501  adults  attended  the  health  screening 
clinics  in  four  towns.   Clinics  are  available  to  all  residents  without 
charge. 

This  agency  is  approved  by  Medicare  and  the  New  Hampshire  Department 
of  Public  Health  as  a  certified  provider  of  home  care  services.  The 
Board  of  Directors  is  composed  of  volunteer  members  representing  the 
towns  served.   It  is  a  non-profit  agency.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized 
as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  State 
and  Local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and 
combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens 
are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the 
members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.   State  funds 
are  used  to  pay  one  half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs 
incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  estab- 
lished by  the  Governor  and  Council.   State  funds  matched  by  local 
funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to 
train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your 
local  Forest  Fire  Warden.   Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit 
when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to 
$1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.

466:31    Dogs  a  Menace,  a  Nuisance  or  Vicious 

1.   Any  person  who  considers  a  dog  to  be  a  nuisance,  a  menace  or 
vicious  to  persons,  to  property  or  to  other  animals  may  make  a  comp- 
laint in  writing  to  any  law  enforcement  officer,  a  conservation 
officer,  or  a  selectman  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  such  dog  is  kept. 
Such  officer  or  selectman  shall  within  3  days  after  the  receipt  of 
such  complaint,  investigate  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case, 
and  if  the  complaint  is  sustained  shall  forwith  order  the  owner, 
keeper  or  person  who  harbors  such  dog  by  abate  the  nuisance  or  menace. 
Service  of  such  order  shall  be  made  upon  the  owner,  keeper  or  person 
who  harbors  such  dog  by  any  law  enforcement  officer  by  causing  a 
certified  copy  of  such  order  to  be  delivered  to  him  or  by  registered 
mail  to  his  last  known  place  of  abode.   Any  owner,  keeper  or  person 
who  harbors  such  dog  upon  whom  notice  of  such  order  has  been  served, 
may,  within  10  days  bring  a  petition  to  the  municipal  or  district 
court  for  the  town  or  city,  as  the  case  may  be,  praying  that  the 
order  be  reviewed  by  the  court.   After  notice  to  the  investigating 
officers  and  the  person  or  persons  making  the  complaint,  and  upon 
hearing,  the  court  shall  affirm,  modify  or  dismiss  such  order  of  the 
justice  of  the  court,  the  owner,  keeper  or  person  who  harbors  such 
dog  shall  restrain  such  dog  from  running  at  large  at  all  times. 

11.   Under  this  section,  a  dog  is  considered  to  be  a  nuisance,  a 
menace,  or  vicious  to  persons  or  to  property  under  any,  or  all  but 
not  limited  to  the  following  conditions: 

a.  If  it  barks  for  sustained  periods  of  time,  or  during  the  night 
hours  so  as  to  disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of  a  neighborhood  or  area; 

b.  If  it  digs,  scratches,  or  excretes,  or  causes  waste  or 
garbage  to  be  scattered  on  property  other  than  its  owner's; 

c.  If  any  female  dog  in  season  (heat)  is  permitted  to  run  at 
large  or  to  be  off  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper  during  this 
period  except  when  being  exercised  on  a  leash  by  a  responsible  adult. 
At  all  other  times  such  dog  shall  be  confined  within  a  building  or 
enclosure  in  such  manner  that  she  will  not  come  in  contact  (except  for 
intentional  breeding  purposes)  with  a  male  dog.   A  female  dog  in  heat 
shall  not  be  used  for  hunting; 

d.  If  it  growls,  snaps  at,  runs  after  or  chases  any  person  or 
persons; 

e.  If  it  runs  after,  or  chases  bicycles,  motor  vehicles, 
motorcycles,  or  other  vehicles  being  driven,  pulled  or  pushed  on  the 
streets,  highways  or  public  ways; 

f.  If,  whether  alone  or  in  a  pack  with  other  dogs,  it  bites, 
attacks,  or  preys  on  game  animals,  domestic  animals,  fowl  or  human 
beings. 


111.  Any  person  who  fails,  by  appropriate  action  including 
not  limited  to  restraining  an  animal  from  running  at  large,  or  o 
wise  effectively  abating  a  nuisance'  found  such  under  the  provisi 
of  this  section,  or  who  fails  to  comply  with  any  other  provisions 
this  section  after  being  so  ordered,  shall  have  his  dog  taken  into 
custody  by  the  police  of  the  city  or  constable  of  the  town  and  sue

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disposition  made  of  the  dog  as  the  court  may  order. 
466:31-a   Penalties 

I.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  RSA  466:31  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  violation,  provided  that  if  such  person  chooses  to  pay 
the  civil  forfeiture  specified  in  paragraph  11,  he  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  waived  his  right  to  have  the  case  heard  in  district  or  municipal 
court  and  he  shall  not  be  prosecuted  or  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of 
RSA  466:31.   Any  person  who  does  not  pay  the  civil  forfeiture  specified 
in  paragraph  11  shall  have  the  case  disposed  of  in  a  district  or  munic- 
ipal court. 

II.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  RSA  466:31 
shall  be  liable  for  a  civil  forfeiture,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the 
clerk  of  the  town  or  city  wherein  such  dog  is  owned  or  kept  within 
96  hours  of  the  date  and  time  notice  is  given  by  any  law  enforcement 
officer  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  in  violation  of  RSA  466:31. 
If  the  forfeiture  is  paid,  aaid  payment  shall  be  in  full  satisfaction 
for  the  following  violations: 

a.  $10  for  nuisance  offenses  under  RSA  466:31,   11  (a),  (b), 

or  (c). 

b.  $15  for  menace  offenses  under  RSA  466:31,  11(d)  or  (e). 

c.  $25  for  vicious  offenses  under  RSA  466:31,  11  (f). 

III.  Any  person  who  pays  a  civil  forfeiture  specified  in  para- 
graph 11,  3  times  in  any  year,  according  to  the  records  of  the  town 

or  city  clerk,  may  not  pay  a  civil  forfeiture  for  subsequent  violations 
of  RSA  466:31  in  that  year,  but  shall  have  those  cases  disposed  of  in 
district  or  municipal  court.

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ZONING  ORDINANCE 
FOR  THE 
TOWN  OF  CARROLL 
January,   1979 

ARTICLE  I 
PREAMBLE 


Section  101.   Title 


This  ordinance  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  "Zoning 
Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Carroll,"  and  is  hereafter  referred  to  as 
"this  Ordinance." 

Section  102   Purpose 

This  Ordinance  is  adopted  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred 
by  New  Hampshire  RSA  31:60-89  in  order  to  promote  the  health,  safety, 
and  general  welfare;  to  avoid  undue  concentration  of  population;  to 
facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of  transportation,  water,  sewerage, 
schools,  parks,  and  other  public  requirements;  to  conserve  valuable 
natural  and  scenic  resources;  and  to  preserve  the  rural  qualities  of 
town. 

ARTICLE  II 
DEFINITIONS 

Section  201.   Word  Definitions 

The  word  person  includes  a  firm,  association,  organization, 
partnership,  trust,  company  or  corporation  as  well  as  an  individual. 

The  present  tense  includes  the  future  tense,  the  singular 
number  includes  the  plural,  and  the  plural  number  includes  the  singular. 

The  words  shall  and  will  are  mandatory   the  word  may  is 
permissive. 

The  words  used  or  occupied  include  the  words  intended,  designed, 
or  arranged  to  be  used,  or  occupied. 

Section  202.   Term  Definitions 

Accessory  Building-  A  subordinate  building  or  a  portion  of  the 
main  building,  the  use  ot  which  is  incidental  to  that  of  the  main  or 
principal  building. 

Accessory  Use  -  A  use  customarily  incidental  and  subordinate  to 
the  principal  building  or  use  and  located  on  the  same  lot  with  such 
principal  building  or  lot. 

Apartment  Building-  A  building  containing  two  or  more  dwelling 
units,  excluding  condominiums  and  planned  unit  developments. 

Building  -  A  constructed  unit  forming  a  shelter  for  persons, 
animals,  or  property  and  having  a  roof  and  being  permanently  located 
on  the  land.   Where  the  context  allows,  the  word  "building"  shall  be 
construed  as  followed  by  the  words  "or  parts  thereof." 

Building  Height  -  Vertical  distance  measured  from  the  average 
elevation  of  the  proposed  finished  grade  at  the  front  of  the  building 
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to  the  highest  point  of  the  roof  for  flat  and  mansard  roofs,  and  to 

the  average  height  between  the  eaves  and  ridge  for  other  types  of  roofs. 

Common  Open  Space-  The  use  of  land  for  agricultural  or  outdoor 
recreational  uses  which  does  not  involve  substantial  coverage  of  land 
with  buildings  and  which  is  available  for  the  use  of  the  public  or 
pursons  residing  in  the  particular  locality  of  the  Village  at  Bretton 
Woods.  The  term  "common  open  space"  includes  lands  used  for  those 
purposes  whether  they  are  publicly  or  privately  owned  or  operated  for 
profit. 

Cul-de-sac  Street  -  A  street  having  one  open  end  and  being 
permanently  terminated  at  the  other  end  by  a  vehicular  turnaround.   A 
Cul-de-sac  street  shall  not  provide  entrance  to  the  other  streets. 

Dwelling-  A  building  designed  or  used  as  the  living  quarters 
for  one  or  more  families.   The  term  shall  not  be  deemed  to  include 
hotel,  motel,  rooming  house,  or  travel  or  camping  trailer. 

Frontage  -  The  width  of  a  lot  measured  along  its  common  boundary 
with  the  street  line. 

Home  Business  -  Any  use  conducted  entirely  within  a  dwelling  or 
an  accessory  building  which  use  is  clearly  incidental  and  secondary 
to  the  use  of  the  building  for  dwelling  purposes  and  does  not  change 
the  character  thereof.   Such  occupation  shall  not  cause  emission  of 
dust,  noise,  fumes,  vibration  or  smoke  to  such  a  degree  as  to  create 
a  nuisance. 

Light  Manufacturing  -  A  manufacturing  use  which  is  non  polluting 
in  terms  of  air,  water  and  noise  and  which,  in  general,  is  not  offensive 
to  the  character  of  the  community. 

Lot  -  A   lot  is  a  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by 
only  one  main  building  and  the  accessory  buildings  or  uses  customarily 
incidental  to  it.   A  lot  shall  be  of  sufficient  size  to  meet  minimum 
zoning  requirements  for  use,  coverage,  and  area,  and  to  provide  such 
yards  and  other  open  spaces  as  are  herein  required. 

Main  or  Principal  Building  or  Use  -  A  building  or  use  which 
houses  or  constitutes  the  principal  activity  on  the  premises. 

Mobile  Home  -  A  detached  residential  dwelling  unit  designed 
for  transportation,  after  fabrication,  on  street  or  highways  on  its 
own  wheels  and  arriving  at  the  site  where  it  is  to  be  occupied  as  a 
dwelling  complete  and  ready  for  occupancy,  except  for  assembly  operations, 
located  on  jacks  or  other  temporary  or  permanent  foundations,  connections 
to  utilities,  etc.   A  travel  trailer  shall  not  be  considered  as  a 
mobile  home. 

Motel  -  A  building  or  group  of  buildings  which  contains  four  or 
more  apartments  or  living  accommodations,  with  or  without  kitchen  , 
and  which  constitutes  primarily  the  temporary  abode  of  persons  who  have 
their  residence  elsewhere.   This  shall  include  hotels. 

Non-Complying  Building  -  A  non-complying  building  means  a 
structure  or  part  thereof  not  in  compliance  with  the  zoning  ordinance 
covering  building  bulk,  dimensions,  height,  area,  yards,  or  density 
where  such  structure  conformed  to  all  applicable  laws,  ordinances  and 
regulations  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  Zoning  Ordinance. 
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Non- Conforming  Use  -  A  use  which  lawfully  occupied  a  building  or 

land  at  the  effective  date  on  this  Ordinance  or  amendments  thereto  and 

that  does  not  conform  to  the  use  regulations  of  the  district  in  which 
it  is  located. 

Retail  Business  -  Includes  shop  and  store  for  the  sale  of  retail 
goods,  personal  service  shop  and  department  store;  and  shall  exclude 
any  drive-in  service,  free-standing  retail  stand,  gasoline  service  and 
motor  vehicle  repair  service,  new  and  used  car  sales  and  service, 
trailer  and  mobile  home  sales  and  service  and  commercial  services. 

Special  Exception   -  A  use  of  a  building  or  lot  which  may  be 
permitted  under  this  Ordinance  only  upon  application  to  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  that  Board,  and  only  in 
cases  where  the  words  "Special  Exception"  in  this  Ordinance  pertain. 

Travel  Trailer-  A  vehicular,  portable,  non-self-propelled 
structure  built  on  a  chassis,  designed  to  be  used  as  a  temporary 
dwelling  for  travel,  recreational,  and  vacation  uses. 

Use,  Permitted  -  Use  specif fically  allowed  in  a  zoning  district, 
exculding  illegal  uses  and  non- conforming  uses. 

Variance  -  Such  departure  from  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance  as 
the  Board  of  Adjustment,  upon  appeal  in  specific  cases,  is  empowered 
to  authorize  only  under  the  terms  of  Section  704  and  applicable 
statues  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Warehouse  -  Includes  warehouse,  wholesale  establishment,  bulk 
storage  and  bulk  sales  outlet. 

Yard  -  That  portion  of  a  lot  not  occupied  by  a  building  or 
structure.   Porches,  whether  enclosed  or  unenclosed,  shall  be  considered 
as  part  of  the  main  building  and  shall  not  project  into  a  required  yard. 

Yard,  Rear  Depth  -  The  depth  of  the  rear  yard  shall  be  measured 
from  the  rear  lot  line  to  the  rear  line  of  the  rearmost  building. 

Yard,  Side  Depth  -  The  depth  between  the  side  of  the  principal 
building  or  accessory  building  and  the  nearest  side  lot  line. 

ARTICLE  III 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICTS 

Section  301.   Establishment  of  Districts 

The  Town  of  Carroll  is  hereby  divided  into  the  following  districts 
as  shown  on  the  official  Zoning  Map:

R-B:     Residential  -  Business

RU:      Rural 

Section  302:   Zoning  Map 

The  districts  as  established  in  Section  301  are  shown  on  the 
map(s)  on  file  in  the  Town  offices.   The  maps  are  part  of  this  Ordinance. 
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Section  303.   District  Regulations 


This  Section  lists  the  permitted  uses,  special  exceptions,  yard 
and  building  requirements,  and  any  other  provision  specifically  related 
to  the  various  districts. 

303.1  Residential  (Twin  Mountain) :  RESl 

The  following  uses  are  permitted  within  this  district 

a.  Single  and  two-family  dwellings,  with  private  garage 

b.  Schools 

c.  Libraries 

d.  Churches 

§.   Municipal  buildings  and  facilities 
f.   Accessory  buildings  or  uses 

The  following  uses  are  allowed  only  by  special  exception: 

a.  Hospitals,  nursing  and  convalescent  homes 

b.  Museums  and  cultural  facilities 

c.  Professional  offices 

d.  Day  care  centers 

e.  Home  businesses 

f.  Mobile  Homes 

The  minimum  lot  size  in  this  district  shall  be  one  acre. 
Minimum  frontage  along  the  principal  access  ahall  be  150  feet.   Minimum 
yard  setback  requirements  are  as  follows:   Front  setback  -  30  feet, 
side  setback  -  20  feet,  and  rear  setback  -  50  feet.   The  maximum 
building  height  shall  be  1\    stories  or  33  feet,  whichever  is  less. 

303.2  Residential  (Bretton  Woods):  RES  2

pumping  stations,  and  sewage  treatment  facilities. 

b.  Common  Open  Space 

c.  Commercial 

(i)  Retail  businesses  and  services  including  storage  and 
distribution  related  thereto  but  exclusive  of  junk 
yards, 
(ii)  Business  and  professional  offices 
(iii)  All  living  accommodations  intended  primarily  for 

use  or  lease  on  a  temporary  basis  (i.e.,  not  exceeding 
a  monthly  basis),  but  not  including  premises  which 
are  temporarily  subleased.   Such  accommodations 
includes  hotels,fnotels,  and  guest  houses  and  boarding 
houses, 
(iv)  Restarch  laboratories

facilities,

The  percentages  for  each  permitted  use  required  above  shall 
be  applied  to  the  total  ownership  of  any  applicant  within 
the  district  for  which  a  Concept  Plan  as  herein  defined  has 
been  approved.   The  area  assigned  to  business  use  shall 
exceed  by  three  times  the  land  actually  covered  by  business 
buildings. 

b.  Residential  Density 

The  overall  density  of  residential  dwelling  units  as  applied 
to  the  total  acreage  owned  and  submitted  for  Concept  Plan 
approval  by  an  applicant  shall  not  upon  completion  of 
development  exceed  one  dwelling  unit  per  acre. 

Prior  to  the  erection  of  any  permanent  building  within  this 
district,  an  applicant  must  comply  with  the  procedures  described  in 
Article  V. 

303.3  Residential  -  Business:  R-B 

The  following  uses  are  permitted  within  this  district: 

a.  All  permitted  uses  in  RESl 

b.  Retail  businesses,  including  storage  and  distribution 

c.  Financial  institutions 

d.  Professional  offices 

e.  Public  living  accommodations,  including  motels,  hotels, 
guest  homes,  and  boarding  houses. 

f.  Restaurants 

g.  Theatres,  clubs  and  halls 
h.   Research  laboratories 

i.   Day  care  centers 
j.   Home  business 

The  following  uses  are  allowed  only  by  special  exception: 

a.  Apartment  buildings 

b.  Service  stations 

c.  Hospitals,  nursing  and  convalescent  homes 

d.  Museums  and  cultural  facilities 

e.  Campgrounds 

The  minimum  lot  size  in  this  district  shall  be  three-quarters 
(3/4)  of  an  acre.   Minimum  frontage  shall  be  100  feet.   The  minimum  yard 
setback  requirements  are  as  follows:   front  setback  -  40  feet,  side 
setback-  10  feet,  and  rear  setback  -  25  feet.   The  maximum  building 
height  shall'be  2^  stories  or  33  feet,  whichever  is  less. 

303.4  Industrial:   IND 

The  following  uses  are  permitted  within  this  district: 
-73- 


a.  Office  buildings 

b.  Retail  and  wholesale  businesses 

c.  Storage  of  building  material  for  retail  trade 

d.  Warehouses  for  storage  and  distribution 

e.  Manufacturing  facilities 

f.  Accessory  buildings  and  uses 

The  following  uses  are  allowed  only  as  a  special  exception. 

a.  Public  utility  facilities 

b.  Commercial  removal  of  topsoil,  sand,  gravel,  and  rock 

The  minimum  lot  size  shall  be  four  acres.   For  each  square  foot 
of  industrial  space,  there  shall  be  two  square  feet  of  open  space.   The 
minimum  setbacks  are  as  follows:  front  setback-  100  feet,  and  side  and 
rear  setbacks  -  25  feet  or  507o  of  building  height,  whichever  is 
greater,  except  abutting  a  residential  district,  where  it  shall  be  a 
minimum  of  50  feet. 

303.5  Rural:   RU 

The  following  uses  are  permitted  within  this  district: 

a.  Single-family  dwellings,  and  private  garages 

b.  Farms  and  related  uses,  excluding  piggeries 

c.  Forestry  and  related  uses 

d.  Home  businesses 

e.  Municipal  recreation,  including  golf  courses 

f.  Public  water  supply 

g.  Public  utilities  facilities 
h.   Cemeteries 

The  following  uses  are  allowed  only  as  a  special  exception: 

a.  Mobile  homes 

b.  Campgrounds 

c.  Commercial  removal  of  topsoil,  sand,  gravel,  and  rock. 

The  minimum  lot  size  in  this  district  shall  be  two  acres.   The 
minimum  frontage  required  along  the  principal  route  of  access  shall  be 
200  feet.   The  minimum  yard  setback  requirements  are  as  follows:   front 
setback  -  40  feet,  side  setback  )  30  feet,  and  rear  setback  -  50  feet. 
The  maximum  building  height  sahll  be  2^  stories  or  33  feet,  whichever 
is  less. 

Section  304.  Permitted  Uses 

Permitted  uses  are  those  uses  that  are  allowed,  providing  the 
standards  established  by  this  Ordinance  are  met. 

Section  305.   Special  Exceptions 

305.1  General  Provision-   As  defined  by  RSA  31:72-11,  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  has  the  power  to  hear  and  decide  applications  for  Special 
Exceptions  as  provic^ed  by  this  Ordinance.   The  Board  may,  in  appropriate 
cases  arid  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  as  determined 
by  the  Board,  dUtnorize  the  Building  Inspector  to  issue  a  permit  for 
such  Special  Exceptions  use.   Before  an  application  is  approved,  the 
Board  shall  determine  that  the  proposed  use  will  conform  to  such 
requirements  including: 

a.   Required  plan,   A  plan  for  the  proposed  development  of  a 
site  for  a  Special  Exception  shall  be  submitted  with  the 
application  and  such  plan  shall  show  the  location  of  all 
buildings,  parking  areas,  traffic  access  and  circulation  drives, 
QSen   spaces,  landscaping,  and  any  other  pertinent  information 
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that  the  Board  may  deem  necessary  to  determine  if  the  proposed 
use  meets  the  requirements  of  this  Ordinance. 

b.  Expiration.   A  permit  for  a  Special  Exception  shall  be 
deemed  to  authorize  only  one  particular  use  and  shall  expire 
if  the  use  shall  cease  for  more  than  one  year  for  any  reason, 
and  a  new  application  shall  be  submitted  for  continuance  for 
such  Special  Exception. 

c.  Existing  Violations.   No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a 
Special  Exception  for  a  property  where  there  is  an  existing 
violation  of  this  Ordinance  unless  the  granting  of  the  Special 
Exception  will  correct  the  violation. 

d.  Criteria  for  a  Special  Exception.   In  order  for  a  Special 
Exception  to  be  granted  the  proposed  use  shall  not  adversely 
affect: 

(i)     The  capacity  of  existing  or  planned  community  facilities 
(ii)     The  character  of  the  area  affected 
(iii)     Traffic  on  roads  and  highways  in  the  immediate  vicinity 

305.2   Standards  Applicable  to  Special  Exceptions.   If  deemed  necessary 
to  protect  the  best  interests  of  the  surrounding  property,  the  neighbor- 
hood, or  the  town  as  a  whole,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  impose 
standards  in  granting  a  Special  Exception.   These  additional  standards 
may  include  the  following: 

a.  Increasing  the  required  lot  size  or  yard  dimensions  in  order 
to  protect  the  adjacent  properties. 

b.  Limiting  the  coverage  or  height  of  buildings  because  of 
obstruction  to  view  and  reduction  of  light  and  air  to  adjacent 
properties. 

c.  Controlling  the  location  and  number  of  vehicular  access 
points  to  the  property. 

d.  Increasing  the  street  width  adjacent  to  the  property. 

e.  Increasing  the  number  of  on-site  off-street  parking  or 
loading  spaces  required. 

f.  Limiting  the  number,  location  and  size  of  signs  on-site. 

g.  Requiring  suitable  on-site  landscaping  and  screening  where 
necessary  to  reduce  noise  and  glare  and  to  maintain  the  property 
in  character  and  keeping  with  the  surrounding  area. 

h.   Specifying  a  time  limit  for  initiation  of  construction, 
alteration,  or  enlargement  of  a  structure  to  house  an  exception, 
i.   Providing  for  specific  layout  of  facilities  on  the  property 
such  as  location  of  the  building,  parking  areas,  access  to  the 
building  so  as  to  minimize  effect  on  adjoining  property, 
j.   Requiring  that  any  future  enlargement  or  alteration  of  use 
be  accomplished  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment, 
k.   Specifying  standards  for  operation  of  this  Special  Exception 
so  that  it  will  be  no  more  objectionable  to  the  neighborhood  by 
reasons  of  noise,  odors,  vibrations,  flashing  lights  or  hours  of 
operation  than  will  be  the  operation  of  a  permitted  use  at  this 
site. 

1.   Specifying  that  in  case  of  the  remodeling  of  existing  struct- 
ures into  two-family  or  lodging  house  use  that  the  remodeling 
of  the  structure  would  be  done  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will 
not  substantially  change  the  exterior  appearance  of  the  structure, 
m.   Requiring  such  additional,  reasonable  conditions  and  safeguards 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  implement  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance 
and  to  protect  the  best  interests  of  the  surrounding  property 
and  the  neighborhood. 

Section  306.   Non-conforming  Uses  and  Non-complying  Building 

Any  building  or  use  existing  on  the  effective  date  of  this 
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Ordinance  which  does  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  continued  indefinitely,  but  it  shall  not  be: 

a.  Expanded,  unless  approved  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  which 
shall  find  such  expansion  or  extension  does  not  create  a  greatei* 
nuisance  or  detriment. 

b.  Changed  to  another  non-conforming  use,  unless  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  which  shall  find  that  such  use  is  no  more 
objectionable  in  character  than  the  old  use. 

c.  Restored  to  other  than  a  conforming  use  after  damage  from 
any  cause,  unless  the  non-conforming  use  is  reinstated  within  one 
year  of  such  damage. 

d.  Re-established,  if  such  use  has  been  discontinued  for  a 
period  of  one  year  or  has  been  changed  to,  or  replaced  by,  a 
conforming  use.   Intent  to  resume  a  non-conforming  use  shall 
not  confer  the  right  to  do  so. 

e.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  normal 
maintenance  and  repair  of  a  non-complying  building,  provided 
that  such  action  does  not  increase  the  degree  of  non-compliance. 

ARTICLE  IV 
GENERAL   PROVISIONS 


The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  districts  except  where  listed 

Section  401.   Principal  Building 

There  shall  be  only  one  principal  building  on  a  lot  unless  other- 
wise approved  under  the  Town's  Subdivision  Regulations  or  through  the 
Final  Development/Subdivision  Plans  applicable  to  Bretton  Woods 
Residential  2  district. 

Section  402.   Required  Area 

Space  required  under  these  regulations  to  satisfy  area,  yard,  or 
other  open  space  requirements  in  relation  to  one  building  shall  not  be 
counted  as  part  of  a  required  open  space  for  any  other  building. 

Section  403.   Corner  Lots 

In  the  Residential  1,  Residential-Business,  and  Rural  Districts, 
the  side  yard  of  a  corner  lot  shall  have  a  width  equal  to  the  minimum 
front  yard  setback  required  in  each  district. 

On  a  corner  lot  regardless  of  the  district,  within  the  triangular 
area  formed  by  the  intersection  of  two  street  property  lines  and  a  third 
line  joining  them  at  points  twenty-five  feet  away  from  their  intersection, 
there  shall  be  no  obstruction  to  vision  between  the  height  of  three  feet 
above  the  surface  of  each  street. 

Section  404.   Temporary  Uses  and  Structures 

Temporary  Permits  may  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  one'  year  for  non-conforming  uses  incidental  to 
construction  projects,  provided  such  permits  are  conditioned  upon 
agreement  of  the  owner  to  remove  the  structure  or  use  upon  expiration 
of  the  permit.   Such  permits  may  be  renewed  upon  application  for  an 
additional  period  of  one  year  as  long  as  construction  is  active. 

Section  405.   Off-Street  Parking 

Off-street  parking, .either,  by  means  of  open  air  spaces,  each 
having  an  area  of  ten  (iQ)  feet  wide  by  twenty  (20)  feet  long,  or  by 
garage  space,  shall  be  provided  in  accordance  with  this  section  whenever 
any  new  use- is  established  or  any  existing  use  is  enlarged. 
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Single  and  two-fanily  dwellings  2  space  per  unit 

Multi-family  dwellings  Ik    space  per  unit 

Motels,  hotels,  guest  houses,  and 

mobile  homes  1  space  per  unit 

Theaters,  restaurants,  and  churches       1  space  per  3  seats

The  Planning  Board  shall  make  determinations  for  other  land  uses  not 
specified  above. 

ARTICLE  V 
SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

This  article  contains  regulations  and  procedures  that  apply  only  to 
RES  2-  Residential  (Bretton  Woods)  District. 

Section  501.   Concept  Plan 

501.1  Contents  -  For  the  purpose  of  providing  a  guideline  for  an 
overall  development  under  this  Ordinance  and  to  insure  that  individual 
sections  of  the  district  are  developed  in  a  well-planned  relationship 
to  each  other  and  to  the  total  plan,  it  is  a  requirement  of  this 
Ordinance  that  prior  to  the  submission  of  Final  Subdivision  Plans  for 
particular  sections  of  the  district,  an  applicant  shall  submit  a 
Concept  Plan  covering  all  the  land  to  be  developed  by  said  applicant 
illustrating  the  following  site  information,  basic  planning  assumptions 
and  development  objectives: 

a.  The  anticipated  distribution  of  permitted  uses  on  the  land 
to  be  developed 

b.  The  proposed  general  layout  of  major  road  systems 

c.  The  proposed  major  common  open  space  systems 

d.  A  description  of  the  major  water,  sewer,  and  drainage  systems 

e.  The  topography  of  the  land  in  intervals  of  not  more  than  600 
feet  per  inch 

g.   A  map  describing  the  area  to  be  developed 

h.   A  statement  establishing  the  anticipated  overall  density  of 

dwelling  units  for  the  total  project 

i.   A  statement  establishing  the  anticipated  percentage  of  land 

uses  for  the  total  project 

501.2  Action  on  Concept  Plan  -  The  Planning  Board  shall  review  the 
Concept  Plan  and  within  60  days  from  receipt  thereof  shall  either 
approve  or  disapprove  said  Plan. 

501.3  Review  Standards  -  In  reviewing  the  Concept  Plan,  the  Planning 
Board  shall  consider  whether  or  not  said  Plan  effectively  addressess 
the  following: 

a.  The  availability  of  essential  services  to  future  residents 

b.  The  adequacy  of  the  proposed  major  road  system  and  its 
ability  to  handle  traffic  generated  by  the  proposed  development 

c.  The  preservation  of  appropria'"e  open  space  for  recreational 
and  scenic  purposes 

d.  The  effects  of  the  proposed  development  upon  the  needs  of  the 
town  as  a  whole 
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501.4  Approval  -  Effect  -  Approval  of  the  Concept  Plan  shall  not 
constitute  approval  of  any  particular  Final  Development/Subdivision  Plan 
subsequently  submitted,  but  said  approval  shall  constitute  an  approval 
of  the  stated  dwelling  unit  density  and  percentages  of  land  use  to  be 
applied  to  the  total  development.   The  location  of  permitted  uses  as 
shown  on  the  approved  Concept  Plan  may  be  subsequently  altered  by  Final 
Development/Subdivision  Plans  provided  that  any  such  alteration  does 
not  violate  the  use  percentages  required  by  sub-section  303. 2 

Section  502   Final  Subdivision  Plans 

502.1  Content  -  Any  applicant  owning  land  within  the  district  for 
which  a  Concept  Plan  approval  has  been  obtained  must,  prior  to  the 
erection  of  any  buildings  or  sale  of  any  subdivided  lots,  submit  to 
the  Planning  Board  an  application  for  approval  for  a  Final  Subdivision 
Plan  covering  that  portion  of  the  land  for  which  final  approval  is 
sought  setting  forth  the  following: 

a.  Subdivision  plat  or  plats  showing  proposed  lot  and  parcel 
lines  drawn  to  the  scale  provided  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations 
of  the  Town  of  Carroll 

b.  Location  of  existing  and  proposed  public  roads  and  rights- 
of-way  and  their  relationship .to  similar  public  facilities  in 
proximity  to  the  area  shown  in  the  plan 

c.  Location  of  easements 

d.  Location  of  existing  water  courses 

e.  Designation  of  land  use  to  be  applied  to  each  parcel  and 
total  number  of  acres  devoted  to  each  permitted  use 

f.  The  density  of  land  use  to  be  allocated  to  parts  of  the 
area  to  be  developed 

g.  The  use,  approximate  height,  bulk,  and  location  of  buildings 
and  other  structures 

h.   The  location,  function,  ownership  and  manner  of  maintenance 

of  common  open  space 

i.   The  substance  of  covenants,  grants  of  easements,  or  other 

restrictions  to  be  imposed  upon  the  use  of  land,  buildings  and 

structures  including  proposed  easements  for  public  utilities 

j.   Maximum  number  of  dwelling  units  to  be  erected 

k.   Location  and  design  of  public  utilities  which  will  serve  the 

property 
1.   Designation  of  ownership  of  adjoining  parcels 
m.   The  provisions  for  parking  of  vehicles 

502.2  Action  on  Final  Subdivision  Plan  -  The  Planning  Board  shall  act 
on  the  Final  Subdivision  Plan  according  to  the  same  procedure  provided 
by  statue  for  its  acting  on  other  subdivision  and  plat,  applications 
submitted  to  it. 

Section  503.   Development  Standards 

The  standards  to  be  applied  by  the  Planning  Board  in  reviewing 
a  Final  Subdivision  Plan  are  the  following: 

503.1   Site  Improvements 

a.  There  shall  be  provided  within  the  planned  development  area 
a  sanitary  sewage  disposal  system  or  individual  on-lot  systems 
which  shall  be  of  sufficient  size»and  type  to  collect  and  dispose 
gf  all  sewage  from  the  development  area,  in  accordance  with  the 

laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  of  the  Town  of  Carroll  and  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire 

b.  There  shall  be  provided  within  the  planned  development  area 

a  potable  water  system  or  individual  on-lot  systems  of  sufficient 
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capacity  and  design  to  supply  potable  water 

c.  There  shall  be  provided  within  the  planned  development  a 
drainage  system  in  accordance  with  the  Subdivision  Regulations 

d.  Within  the  planned  development  area,  the  dimensions  and 
specifications  of  all  roads  and  parking  areas,  whether  or  not 
dedication  of  them  to  the  Town  of  Carroll  is  contemplated,  shall 
conform  with  all  applicable  Town  and  State  requirements 

503.2  Environmental 

a.  The  topography  of  the  site  must  be  suitable  for  the  proposed 
development  and  engineered  to  prevent  erosion 

b.  To  the  fullest  extent  possible,  all  natural  features  such  as 
lakes,  streams,  rock  outcrops,  topsoil,  trees,  and  shrubs  shall 
be  preserved  and  incorporated  into  the  final  landscaping  design 
of  the  development 

c.  Common  open  space  shall  be  selected  so  as  to  preserve 
ecological  resources  to  the  fullest  extent  possible 

503.3  Maintenance  of  Common  Open  Space  -  The  Final  Subdivision  Plan 
shall  contain  such  provisions  for  the  ownership  and  maintenance  of  the 
common  open  space  as  reasonable  to  insure  its  continuity  and  conserv- 
ation.  The  program  to  accomplish  this  objective  may  include  but  shall 
not  be  limited  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  alternatives: 

a.  The  creation  of  organization  (s)  comprised  of  property 
owners  within  the  development.   Such  organization  shall  not  be 
dissolved  nor  shall  it  dispose  of  any  common  open  space  which  it 
may  own,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  without  first  offering  to  dedicate 
same  to  the  Town.   The  Planning  Board  shall  consider  the  covenants 
and  restrictions  in  the  plan  relating  to  such  organization  to 
determine  the  adequacy  of  the  organization  from  the  perspective 

of  meeting  its  pbligations  and  properly  maintaining  facilities.. 
The  Planning  Board  may  also  examine  for  these  purposes  the  articles 
and  bylaws  of  such  organization,  as  well  as  restrictions  to  be 
placed  in  deeds  confirming  the  organization's  rights  and  duties. 
The  applicant  developer  shall  maintain  control  of  land  to  be 
controlled  by  such  an  organization  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  its  conservatioi^  and/or  maintenance  until  development  until 
development  sufficient  to  support  the  organization  has  occured. 

b.  Dedication  of  all  or  some  of  the  common  open  space  to  the  Town 
or  other  governmental  entity  or  authority  or  charitable  organizat- 
ion. 

c.  Continuing  ownership  by  the  original  developer   his  successors, 
or  assigns  of  common  open  space  (including  improvements  thereon). 

503.4  Residential  Space  and  Bulk  -  There  shall  be  no  minimum  lot  size, 
no  minimum  setbacks  no  maximum  percentage  of  log  coverage  and  no 
minimum  lot  width.   However,  all  dwelling  units  shall  be  so  sited  as  to 
have  access  to  a  street,  court,  or  walkway  adequately  designed  for 
maintenance  and  emergency  services  and  for  the  safety  and  convenience 
of  residents. 

503.5  Parking 

a.  A  garage,  carport,  or  parking  area  for  the  storage  of  at 
least  two  cars  shall  be  provided  per  single  family  detached 
dwelling  unit. 

b.  A  garage,  carport,  or  parking  area  for  the  parking  of  at 
least  one  and  one-half  cars  shall  be  provided  for  horizontal 
and  vertical  multiple  dwelling  units 

c.  Parking  for  non-residential  land  use  and  buildings  shall  be 
determined  as  follows: 
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(i)   Community  buildings,  clubhouses,  lodges  and  similar 

uses:   one  space  for  each  200  square  feet  or  principal  use 

floor  area 
(ii)   Motels,  hotels,  and  inns:   one  space  for  each  rentable 

unit 
(iii)   Offices:   one  space  for  every  400  square  feet  of  rentable 

floor  space 
(iv)   Restaurants,  bars,  and  nightclubs:   one  space  for  each 

three  seats 

(v)   Retail  stores:   one  space  for  each  250  square  feet  of 

retail  floor  area 
(vi)   All  other  land  uses:   off-street  parking  and  loading 

spaces  for  land  uses  not  herein  specified  shall  be  in 

accord  with  probable  estimates  of  need 
(vii)   Where  a  particular  group  of  land  uses  is  so  located 

thatjoint   use  of  facilities  is  practical,  the  individual 

parking  requirements  of  each  use  or  combination  of  uses 

may  be  reduced  where  it  can  be  shown  that  variations  in 

times  of  activity  make  sharing  of  parking  facilities  feasible 

and  desirable 

503.6   Subdivision  Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Carroll  -   The  Subdivision 
Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Carroll  shall  apply  to  development  under 
this  Ordinance  except  insofar  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  any  provis- 
ion of  this  Ordinance.   Moreover,  notwithstanding  any  provision  of  the 
Subdivision  Regulations,  it  is  recognized  that: 

a.  Where  a  road  is  divided  into  separate  roadways  in  each  direction 
the  minimum  right-of-way  requirement  for  a  road  may  be  appropriately 
reduced  for  each  separate  roadway 

b.  In  areas  of  steep  terrain,  a  switchback  type  of  road  alignment 
may  be  used;  and  the  150  feet  centerline  radius  requirement  may  be 
modified  accordingly 

c.  The  reference  to  the  word  "blocks"  in  the  Subdivision  Regulations 
shall  not  preclude  design  of  roads  in  accordance  with  topography  and 
natural  features,  it  being  recognized  that  streets  should  intersect  as 
near  to  right  angle  as  possible 

d.  In  areas  not  served  by  a  public  water  system,  a  private  well 
may  be  used  to  supply  lots  and  dwelling  units,  there  being  no  require- 
ment that  each  lot  or  dwelling  unit  have  its  own  individual  well. 
Where  such  common  use  is  made,  the  right  of  the  individual  lots  and 
dwelling  units  to  use  such  well  shall  be  appropriately  secured  and 
protected 

Section  504.   Staging 

504.1  Sections  of  Final  Subdivision  Plan  -  When  the  development  shown 
in  a  Final  Subdivision  Plan  is  to  take  place  over  a  period  of  years,  the 
developer  shall  include  in  said  plan  a  schedule  of  construction  for  the 
various  sections  of  theplan.    If  the  schedule  is  approved  by  the  Plann- 
ing Soard  as  being  reasonable,  the  applicant  shall  be  entitled  to 

proceed  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  without  seeking  further  approval 
of  his  final  plans,  it  being  understood  that  the  applicant  can  always 
proceed  ahead  of  the  schedule. 

504.2  Application  of  Area  and  Density  Requirements  -   Recognizing  that 
all  of  the  land  whose  development  is  described  in  the  Concept  Plan  will 
not  be  developed  at  the  same  time  and  that  flexibility  in  the  overall 
development  should  be  maintained  consistent  with  the  standards  contained 
in  the  Ordinance  the  Planning  Board  of  the  Town  of  Carroll  may  allow 
for  a  greater  density  or  intensity  of  land  use  for  any  section  of 
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development  for  which  it  gives  final  approval  than  would  be  permitted 
for  the  overalldevelopment.   However,  such  greater  density  or  intensity 
of  land  use  for  any  section  shall  be  offset  by  a  smaller  concentration 
in  other  sections  or  by  an  appropriate  reservation  of  common  open 
space  on  the  remaining  land  by  a  grant  of  easement  or  covenant.   To 
maintain  development  flexibility,  such  reservation  shall,  as  far  as 
practicable,  defer  the  precise  location  of  such  common  space  until  an 
application  for  final  approval  is  submitted. 

504.3  Reliance  on  Final  Subdivision  Approval  -  It  is  recognized  that 
the  applicant,  upon  receiving  Final  Subdivision  approval  may  construct 
public  improvements  designed  to  serve  part  or  all  of  the  approved  dev- 
elopment, even  if  construction  is  to  proceed  by  sections.   To  the 
extent  that  an  applicant  in  good  faith  relies  on  final  approval  to 
construct  substantial  improvements,  if  is  recognized  that  he  will 
obtain  a  vested  right  to  proceed  with  his  finally  approved  plans  for 
the  areas  affected  by  these  substantial  improvements. 

504.4  Performance  -  Guarantees-   As  a  condition  of  approval  of  Final 
Subdivision  Plans,  or  before  undertaking  any  construction  following 
approval  of  a  Final  Subdivision  Plan,  the  applicant  shall  make  such 
performance  bond  or  bonds  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Planning  Board 
to  be  reasonable  required  to  assure  performance  in  accordance  with 

the  plan  and  to  protect  the  public  interestiin  the  event  of  abandonment 
of  said  plan  before  competion. 

504.5  Status  of  Approved  Final  Plan  -  Approval  of  a  Final  Subdivision 
Plan  shall  accord  the  plan  the  status  of  an  approved  plat  and  subdivision. 

ARTICLE  VI 
EXCAVATION  OF  EARTH  RESOURCES 

Section  601.   Purpose 

The  regulations  of  this  article  are  intended  to  conserve  valuable 
natural  resources,  secure  public  safety,  protect  adjoining  land  uses, 
insure  a  second  use  for  excavated  sites,  and  to  promote  the  general 
welfare  of  the  Town  of  Carroll. 

Section  602  -  Applicability 

The  regulations  apply  to  excavation,  grading,  filling,  or  removal 
of  any  earth,  loam,  topsoil,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  or  stone  on  public  or 
private  land  in  the  Town  of  Carroll.   Such  activity  which  (1)  occurs 
on  a  lot  for  which  a  building  permit  has  been  issued  or  (2)  involves 
a  volume  of  less  than  1,000  cubic  yards  are  excluded  from  the  require- 
ments of  this  article. 

Section  603.   Plan  Requirement 

As  a  condition  for  the  granting  of  a  special  exception,  the  owner 
or  operator  of  a  site  on  which  resources  are  proposed"  to  be  excavated, 
graded,  filled,  or  removed  shall  submit  and  have  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  a  plan  for  site  operation  and  reclamation.   Five  (5)  copies 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board.   The  special  exception  must  be  granted 
before  any  work  commences.   This  plan  must  include  information  on 
the  following  items: 

a.  Locational  map  of  property  on  which  activity  will  occur,  with 
property  lines,  roads,  and  abutters'  names 

b.  Map  at  scale  of  one  inch  equals  100  feet  of  the  entire  property 
with  (1)  delineation  of  the  areas  to  be  excavated,  graded,  filled, 
or  removed;  (2)  topography;  (3)  existing  vegetation;  and  (4)  water- 
ways. 
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c.  Description  and  volume  of  resources  to  be  excavated,  graded, 
filled,  or  removed  on  a  year-by  year  basis  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
or  the  duration  of  the  project 

d.  Map  and  description  of  necessary  roads,  accessways,  buildings, 
and  structures  proposed 

e.  Depth  to  seasonal  high  and  average  water  tables 

f.  Provisions  for  removal  or  storage  of  debris 

g.  Provisions  for  safety,  traffic  control,  and  visual  screening 
h.   Provisions  for  continuous  slope  stability  throughout  the 
operation 

i.   Provisions  for  sediment  and  erosion  control  throughout  the 

operation 

j.   A  plan  for  final  site  reclamation  which  includes  detailed 

information  on  topography,  re-vegetation,  drainage,  stability,  and 

soil  characteristics 

This  plan  shall  be  developed  in  consultation  with  the  Coos  County 
Conservation  District  or  any  certified  engineer  or  surveyor.   Informal 
meetings  between  the  Board  of  Adjustment  and  the  owner  or  operator 
may  be  held  prior  to  official  submission  of  the  plan.   The  Planning 
Board  and/  or  the  Conservation  Commission  may  request  one  meeting  with 
the  owner  or  operator  during  the  review  period.   One  copy  each  of  the 
original  five  submitted  shall  be  provided  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Planning  Board,  and  to  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Section  604.   Standards 

The  requirements  which  follow  apply  to  every  excavation,  grading, 
filling,  or  removal  of  earth  resources  permitted  under  this  article: 

a.  Hours  of  operation  shall  be  limited  to  8  AM  to  6  PM,  Monday 
through  Friday,  excluding  legal  holidays 

b.  A  buffer  zone  of  200  feet  shall  be  maintained  between  any 
permitted  activity  and  public  rights-of-way  and  adjacent  properties 

c.  A  buffer  zone  of  150  feet  shall  be  maintained  between,  any 
body  of  water  (e.g.,  wetlands,  ponds,  streams,  etc.)  and  any  activity, 
structure  or  equipment 

d.  No  slopes  steeper  than  one  vertical  to  two  horizontal  shall  be 
allowed  to  exist  for  more  than  five  days 

e.  No  activity  shall  occur  below  the  seasonal  high  water  table 
depth  without  the  specific  approval  of  the  Planning  Board  and 
Conservation  Commission 

f.  If  the  proposed  re-use  of  the  excavated  area  is  for  building, 
the  minimum  elevation  of  the  bottom  of  excavation  shall  be  four  feet 
above  seasonal  high  water  table  or  conforming  to  the  original  grade 
prior  to  any  excavation  or  disturbande  of  the  earth.   Minimum  slope 
shall  be  1:4. 

g.  If  the  proposed  re-use  of  the  excavated  area  is  for  vegetation 
(open  space),  the  minimum  elevation  of  the  bottom  of  excavation  shall 
be  two  feet  above  the  seasonal  high  water  table  or  conforming  to  the 
original  grade .prior  to  any  excavation  or  disturbance  of  the  earth. 
Minimum  slope  shall  be  1:2. 

Section  606.   Decision  Process 


Within  30  days  after  receipt  of  a  completed  plan,  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  shall  hold  a  public  hearing.   The  Board  shall  notify  all 
abbuters  by  mail.   Within  60  days  after  the  public  hearing,  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  shall  make  a  final  decission.   If  the  plan  is  approved 
and  special  exception  granted,  the  Board  shall  attach  any  conditions 
deemed  necessary  and  appropriate  to  the  purpose  of  this  regulation, 
relating  to  any  of  the  considerations  listed  below,  road  and  waterway 
setbacks,  and  bond  requirements. 
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The  Board  shall  make  a  decision  based  upon  the  following  considerations: 

a.  Public  safety 

b.  Noise  and  air  pollution 

c.  Traffic-related  problems 

d.  Water  quality 

e.  Water  supply 

f.  Slope  stability 

g.  Impact  on  adjoining  land  uses 
h.   Visual  impact 

i.   Other  factors  which  are  relevant  to  the  public  health  and 
welfare  of  the  community 

The  Board  shall  consult  with  the  Coos  County  Conservation  District, 
the  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  in  the  review  of  specific  details  of  the  submitted  plan. 

Section  606.   Bonding 

606.1  A  bond  must  be  posted  each  year  of  operation  whose  monetary 
value  is  determined  by  the  area  to  be  excavated  that  year  and 
the  current  market  value  of  loam,  seed  and  labor  to  restore 

the  area  to  be  ecologically  self-supporting  through  a  permanent 
vegetation  cover. 

606.2  In  addition,  the  bond  shall  be  sufficient  in  monetary  value  to 
repair  any  town  road  found  damaged  due  to  the  hauling  of  gravel, 
sand,  earth,  etc.,  associated  with  any  permitted  activity. 

606.3  The  bond  shall  be  held  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  shall  only  be 
returned  after  reclamation  is  complete  and  approved  by  the 

Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission. 

Section  607.   Inspection 

An  authorized  agent  for  the  Town  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect 
the  operations  to  insure  compliance  with  the  approved  plan  and  these 
regulations. 

Section   608.   Duration  of  Permit 

The  special  exception  permit  and  approved  plan  shall  have  a  duration 
of  no  more  than  10  years.   The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  require  re- 
application. 

Section  609.   Existing  Activity 

609.1  Owners  or  operators  of  property  on  which  resources  are  being 
excavated,  graded,  filled  or  removed  before  the  effective  date 
of  this  regulation  shall  obtain  a  temporary  approval  within 
two  months  of  that  date.   Temporary  approval  shall  be  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  upon  receipt  of  a  map  showing 
property  lines,  present  area  of  activity,  anticipated  exterior 
limits,  and  names  of  abutters. 

609.2  Within  6  months  after  receiving  temporary  approval,  the  owner 
or  operator  must  submit  a  plan  as  described  in  Section  603 
and  is  then  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  article. 
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ARTICLE  VII 
ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

Section  701.   Board  of  Selectmen 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  enforce  and 
administer  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.   The  Board  of  Selectmen 
(or  an  appointed  Building  Inspector)  shall  issue  any  and  all  buildings- 
permits  requested  when  in  their  opinion  the  proposed  permit  meets  all 
the  requirements  of  the  Ordinance. 

Section  702.   Building  Permit 

702. la  No  erection,  moving,  or  use  of  any  building  or  exterior  sign 
sh     shall  occur  until  a  building  permit  has  been   issued  from  the 

Board  of  Selectmen  or  Building  Inspector, 
lb  Any  alterations  or  restoration  that  amounts  to  107=  of  the  tax 

valuation  of  the  present  effected  property  shall  also  require 

a  permit. 

702.2  Two  copies  of  an  application  shall  be  submitted  and  shall  include 
a  plan  showing: 

a.  The  shape,  dimensions,  area,  and  location  of  lot  involved 

b.  The  buildings  or  structures  to  be  erected,  constructed, 
moved,  or  expanded 

c.  Any  private  driveway  entering  upon  a  right-of-way 

Proof  shall  be  submitted  that  all  approvals  required  for  individual 
sewage  disposal  systems  have  been  obtained. 

702.3  The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  Building  Inspector  shall  act  upon  any 
application  within  30  days  after  it  has  been  received.   If  a 
permit  is  denied,  the  reasons  for  denial  shall  be  clearly 
stated.   The  Board  of  Adjustment  may,  by  appeal,  special  exception 
or  variance  direct  the  issuance  of  a  permit 

702.4  A  building  permit  shall  be  valid  for  one  year 

702.5  No  permit  shall  be  transferable  to  a  subsequent  owner 
Section  703.   Enforcement  and  Penalty 

703.1  If  any  violations  of  this  Ordinance  occurs,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  institute,  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Carroll,  any- 
appropriate  action,  injunction,  or  other  proceeding  to  prevent, 
retain,  correct,  or  abate  such  violation 

703.2  Any  person  who  violates  this  Ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $10.00  for  each  day  the  violation  occurs 

Section  704.   Board  of  Adiustment 

704.1  There  is  hereby  created  a  Board  of  Adjustment  and  its  5  members 
and  alternates  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.   The  Board 
of  Adjustment  shall  have  the  terms  and  powers  conferred  by 
Chapter  31,  New  Hampshire  RSAs ,  as  it  is  or  may  be  amended 

704.2  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  hear  and  decide  any  case  in  which 
it  is  alleged  there  is  an  error  in  any  order,  requirements, 
decisions'  or  determinations  made  by  any  official  in  the 
enforcement  of  this  Ordinance 


704.3  Prior  to  granting  a  special  exception,  the  Board  of  Adjustment 

may  refer  the  appeal  to  the  Planning  Board  for  a  report  and 
recommendation  which  shall  return  within  45  days;  otherwise, 
the  Board  shall  rule  on  all  appeals  within  60  days  from  the 
date  of  the  application. 

704.4  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  authorize  a  variance  from  the  terms 

of  this  Ordinance  where  the  Board  finds  that  all  of   the  following 
conditions  apply: 

a.  There  are  special  circumstances  or  conditions  applying 
to  the  land  or  structure  for  which  the  variance  is  being 
sought  (such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  the  exceptional  narrow- 
ness, shallowness,  or  shape  of  property  in  question,  or 
exceptional  topographical  conditions),  which  are  peculiar 

to  such  requirements  of  this  Ordinance  as  will  deprive  an 
owner  of  such  property  a  reasonable  use  of  it,  and  will 
impose  upon  such  owner  a  hardship  not  shared  by  owners  of 
other  property. 

b.  The  granting  of  the  variance  will  be  in  harmony  with 
the  general  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Ordinance,  and 
with  the  convenience,  welfare,  and  character  of  the  area 
within  which  it  is  proposed,  and  will  not  be  injurious  or 
otherwise  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare 

c.  The  use  proposed  is  a  permitted  or  allowed  use 

d.  The  specific  variance  is  the  minimum  variance  necessary 
to  provide  for  a  reasonable  use  of  the  land  or  structure 

ARTICLE  VIII 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  801.   Severability 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
not  invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision. 

Section  802.   Effective  Date 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  adoption. 

Section  803.   Validity 

Whenever  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or  rulings  made  under 
the  authority  thereof  differ  from  those  of  other  ordinances  or 
regulations  of  the  Town,  that  provision  or  ruling  which  imposes 
greater  restriction  or  higher  standard  shall  govern. 
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
